Staf­ 
ford’s expression. 

Stafford, all he liad 
to do when in w.ant of an aquatic mus­ 
tang was to enter a half dried i^ond, jhck 
out the largest and laziest saurian he 
saw there, mount it jiromiitly and point 
its head landward.
